Pyre 

Before Devadas Gandhi ignited 
the pyre, he and close friends of 
the family poured gallons of ghee 
(an oil made from clarified butter) 
onto it from brass and earthen 
pots, to make the wood more vola- 
tile. Then Devadas walked around 
the pyre three times in a Gere- 
mony symbolic of the severance 
of mortal ties between father and 
son. 

First at the body’s head and 
then at the foot the son, his face 
drawn, applied a ghee-dipped 
torch. The flames took over quick- 
ly as Devadas placed his torch on 
the pyre above his father’s heart. 
He was spared an ordeal of some 
Hindu funerals, that of placing a 
live coal directly on the chest over 
the heart. 

The flames leaped 10 feet high 
in the growing dusk. Within an 
hour the pyre, built on a three- 
feot brick base, was a glowing bed 
of coals. Police drove the crowd 


back 10 feet to avert possible 
tragedies.

NEW DELHI, Jan. 31 (UP)— 
Police investigating the assassina- 
tion of Mohandas K. Gandhi ar- 
rested 15 persons in Bombay to- 
day. Officials charged that the 
murder was part of a conspiracy 
which has “spread its tentacles 
around New Delhi.” 

The 15 arrested in Bombay were 
charged as being in the conspiracy 
with Narayan Vinayak Gadse, ex- 
tremist Hindu editor from’ Poona, 
who shot Gandhi. 

Gadse Was quoted by police as 
admitting he and a band of five 
conspirators had plotted to kill 
Gandhi and had been responsible 
for the ‘unsuccessful bombing at 
Birla House Jan. 20. When the 
bomb plot failed the conspirators, 
according to Gadse, determined to 
make individual attempts at assas- 
sination. 

Charged With Murder, 

Gadse was formally charged 
with murder and remanded into 
custody. He was disclosed to be 
the editor of'the Hindu Rashtra 
(Nation), organ of the extremist 
Mahasabha Hindu faction. 

Gadse is about 22 years old, of 
medium build with sharp features 
and keen eyes. Although he was 
first reported to have attempted 
suicide after killing Gandhi, it 
was disclosed that his head wound 
was received when he was hit by 
a soldier after Gandhi was struck 
down, 

Police believed the conspirators, 
coming from the bitterly reaction- 
ary Hindu region of Poona, near 
Bombay, had laid a carefully cal- 
culated plot to overthrow the mod- 
erate government of Premier Pan- 
dit Jawaharlal Nehru by striking 
first at Gandhi and then at other 
moderates, including Nehru and 
his Moslem associate, Maulana 
Azad. 5 

This plot, police officials said, 
“has spread its tentacles around 
New Delhi.” They believed that 
the plot had originated with mem- 
bers of the secret. militant Hindu 
organization known as Rashtriya 
Sewak Sangha (political servants 
of the country). 

Advocates Blood Purge. 

This organization seeks to turn 
India inward and back to its me- 
dieval history. It advocates Hin- 
dustan for the Hindus, a blood 
purge or mass conversion of all 
Moslems, abolition of Pakistan by 
warfare, and a return to the strict- 
est ancient beliefs and practices 


Bombay police believed that the 
group of 15 arrested there was 
directly linked witn the assassina- 
tion. They said they had reason 
to believe the group operated by 
means of a lottery through which 
the assassin drew his assignment 
to kill Gandhi by lot. 

Gadse was described by persons 
who knew him in Bombay as a 
maniac. He had long been known 
as one of the most virulent Hindu 
opponents of Gandhi and the All- 
India Congress party.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 31 
Court will review a decision of the 
Missouri Supreme Ccurt holding 
that St. Louis police officers do 
not have the right to join a labor 
union, the State Court was in- 
formed today. 

The Missouri Court held last 
Nov. 10 that the St. Louis Board 
of Police Commissioners had the 
right to invoke a rule barring un- 
ion membership for; policemen. 

Such membership in a labor 
union, the court held, might cause 
“friction and dissension within the 
force and create prejudice and fa- 
voritism in the enforcement of the 
laws... . . 80 long as human na- 
ture is what it is, a man’ Cannot 
serve two masters.“ 

In their peti to the United 
States Supreme Court, nine dis- 
charged policemen contended the 
Missouri Court erred in upholding 
the rule barring unions. They de- 
clared such a regulation was “res 
pugnant” to the rights of freedom 
of speech and assembly and de- 
nied without due process of law 
the right of policemen to join a 


union. 

The case began late in 1945 
when Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
stepped in. He ordered the Police 
Board to invoke the rule against 
any police officers who refused to 
drop their membership in a new 
policemen’s union, 

Almost immediately, Donnelly's 
appointed chairman of the board, 
Mark D. Eagleton, resigned. He 
argued police had a constitutional 
right to union membership. 

Donnelly then appointed H. Sam 
Priest to head the board, the rule 
was enforced and nine officers 
were dismissed because they re- 
fused to abandon their union af- 
filiation. 

The dismissed men asked a St. 
Louis Circuit Court to find against 
the board rule, but the case was 
dismissed. On appeal to one 
division of the State Supreme 
Court the board rule was held 
valid, and the Circuit Court was 
wdered to rescind its dismissal 


and issue a declaratory judgment 


upholding the rule. i 

But the four-judge division r¢-_ 
ferred the case to the court en 
banc, with all seven judges of the 
State’s highest court considering 
the issue. Its opinion was handed 
down last November.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (AP)— 
The Army confirmed today that 
secret data om the invasion of 
Europe was lost in the mail 14 
weeks before the troops hit the 
Normandy beaches. 

Officials said a sergeant at 
headquarters in England, “tired 
from overwork and worried about 
nis sister’s illness,” sent the papers 
to her address in America by mis- 
take. That was on Feb. 24, 1944. 

The papers were intended for 
Army headquarters in Washing- 
ton. 

The officials said they “did not 
reveal the assault date, the target 
area or strength of the assault 
force” and would have been use- 
less to the enemy.

Very few large cities 
Da ve it: Certainly it adds to the cost of 
milk. How about a comparison of the 
M. Louis milk prices with other cities 
with the same method of delivery? 

The jocal health ordinance 
requires that all unsold milk returned to 
the dairies be dumped. How much does 
this add to the cost of milk? Visit the 
dump room at Pevely Dairy any after- 
noon and see thousands of quarts of 
mim get dumped. (Arthur F. Kerckhoff, 
Pevely president, has stated that re- 
turned milk is converted to ice cream, 
utter and powdered milk.—Editor’s 
note.) 

Third: How does the labor cost in St. 
Louis compare with that of other major 
cities? This is an important factor. At 
Pevely’s Springfield dairy, for example, 
a route man makes about $35 weekly, 
compared with $60-§70 weekly in St. 
Louis; Certainly the milk in Springfield 
should be cheaper.

Let the answer to that question come from the 
sordid record of grand jury frustrations at the 
hands of Zerweck én the indictments of East 
St. Louis officials who. were not once but re- 


pentedly charged with malfeasance in office. 


A civiceminded grand jury decided to do all 


m its power to rehabilitate the name of East 


St. Louis. Fed up to the teeth with the open 
gambling and all that went with it, including 
the harboring of underworld characters, this 
jury indicted Mayor Connors and four Commis- 
sioners. It was the duty of Zerweck to advise 
and otherwise help this grand jury. 

Zerweck and his staff insisted on a joint in- 
dictment. The grand jury was independently ad- 
vised that a joint indictment would not stand 
the test in court. So it voted individual indict- 
ments as well. What did Zerweck do? As soon 
as the indictments were in his charge, he 
caused the dismissal of ne. individual indiet- 
ments. 

That left only the weak joint indictment. 
When it was attacked by defenders of Mayor 
Connors and the Commissioners, it was found 
to be lacking even certain necessary statutory 
language. Circuit Judge Bareig had no. choice 


but to dismiss the defective, inadequate indict- 


ment. 

Then a second grand jury moved up to take 
the place of the first. It voted new.indictments 
against the city officials. It even indicted Zer- 
weck and two of his assistants, R. V. Gustin 
and Fred J. Bier., By doing so, it required the 
appointment of a special prosecutor of Zerweck 
and his aides, 

The East St. Louls city election came along 
and the machine threw everbthing it had into a 
last ditch fight to stay in office. Money flowed 
like water and there were irregularities in pre- 
cinct after precinet. Even so, on the face of re- 
turns, the Mayor won by only a few votes. 


One machine Commissioner was defeated out- 


right and another who was declared defeated, 
is hanging onto his seat through a legalism while 
a contest is fought out. 

That brings us down to this last week and 
Zerweck's latest maneuvers. On learning that 
the Illinois appellate court had sustained Judge 


Bareis' dismissal of thé defective joint indict- 
ment, Zerweck rushed into the court of Circuit 


Judge Maxwell and moved for the quashing of 
the individual indictments returned by the -sec- 
ond grand jury. 

This cleaned out all the indictments against 
Fast St. Louis and county officials except those 


Against Zerweck, Gustin and Bier, The very next 


day the special prosecutor, R. Emmett Costello, 
members of whose law firm represent the East 
St. Louis School Board, asked Judge Maxwell 
to dismiss these indictments. So the indictments 
are all rubbed out and rubbed out on motion 
of those who are supposed to represent the 
people of St. Clair county! 

Had Zerweck been the least concerned in 
representing the people he would have made 
the most of the second set of individual indict- 
ments, which were a vast improvement over the 
first ones. The speed with which he dashed to 
court to get these dismissed showed where his 
interests lay, He took it upon himself to decide 
that an appellate court ruling on the joint 
indictment covered the individual indictments 


as well. He constituted himself judge and jury 


over the second set of individual indictments 
and prevented them from going to trial just 
as he killed the first set of individual indict- 
ments. He has undone the work of two grand 
juries which were determined to bring the East 
St. Louis City Hall machine to book in open 
court. 

What can the people of Fast St. Louis and 
St. Clair County do now? They. can do at least 
these four things: 

1, They can insist that the e contest 
cases in East St. Louis be pushed and that 
Richard T. Carter and any others who can be 
proved to have been elected, are given their 
seats in the East St. Louis Council. 

2, They can demand action by still anbther 
grand jury. If a second grand jury could follow 
the first, a third can follow the second. The 
conduct of Zerweck in moving to dlsmiss in- 
dictments right and left should be thoroughly 
investigated. 

3. They can put the Zerweek reeord in all 
its details before the Illinois State Bar Associa- 
tion and find out whether the professional or- 
ganization of the Illinois bar is satisfied with it. 

4. They can throw Zerweck out of office. He 
is a candidate to succeed himself in the April 
primary. That brazen bid for another four years 
should arouse St. Clair county to fever heat 
in the weeks to come. 

No people, however lax in the past, should 
suffer a fifth term with this bird as their spokes- 
man in court. 
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Toward a Solution for St 1 

Instead of an automatic sharing of state 
income taxes with local governments, which has 
been proposed by Mayor Kaufmann and the Mis- 
sour! Municipal League, members of the House 


Committee on Taxation are developing. a zu- 


perior substitute. 

Their bill would reduce state income taxes one 
half and permit local governments to levy an 
equal amount. This would take relief to the 
cities out of the “handout” class and hold local 
governments responsible for levying their own 
taxes. 

The bill also shows understanding for the 
special situation of St. Louis and Kansas City. 
Both cities have large suburhan populations that 
now escape city taxes, even though they earn 
their living in the city. The bill would give the 
two cities a choice between a regular graduated 
income tax and a flat tax of not more than 1 per 
cent on all money earned in the city. 

It is just and desirable to tax suburbanites;. 
an earnings tax has that merit. However, it is. 
also just and desirable to have graduated rates 
and allowances for dependents. The present 
state income tax has that merit. The bill can 
bé improved by bringing these two objectives 
into harmony through a graduated tax levied 
at the place where the income is earned. 

As it stands, the new proposal follows the 
Kaufmann-Municipal League formula in turning 
the other half of the income tax into the school

These bad tonditions are nothing new. They 
have existed for many years. The ousted board 
was trying very hard to remedy them. It had 
made considerable progress in the last few 


months, after the incompetent friend of the Gov. 


ernor, the Rey. LeRoy: Munyon,- had been re- 
moved as superintendent, The dismissal of 
Munyon had rankled ‘the ‘Governor no end. 
The ousted. board was struggling with a prob- 
lem actually created by Gov. Donnelly and the 
Legislature, and by previous Governors and pre- 
vious Legislatures. Last year, the Legislature 
belatedly appropriated $1,500,000 for improve- 
ments to the ramshackle plant at Boonville. Gov. 
Donnelly pared this down to $843,000. The Legis- 
lature passed a law to permit transfer of older 
boys of an incorrigible nature, to remedy one of 
Boonville’s most difficult problems. Gov. Don- 
nelly vetoed it because he thought it unwork- 
able.”

An employe of Anton Schuler, clerk of the 
Circuit Court for Criminal Causes, made a mis- 
take in a commitment paper. He made two 
prison sentences run concurrently instead of 
consecutively, with the result that a burglar 
was freed 16. months before a parole could even 
be legally considered. That burglar has con- 
fessed to 50 or 60 burglaries done since his 
parole. And the error was made by one J. Fred 
Koenig, as Koenig admits, 

Separately or together, Schuler and Koenig 
make an unpleasant story, Schuler, a leader in 
the old Courthouse Ring, has held various pub- 
lic offices most of the time since 1907. As 
Public Administrator, he was slow to give a 
full accounting of estate funds in his care in 
spite of pressure from the Probate Court and a 
lawsuit by the state. Receipts for matters he 
handled between 1931 and 1934 were still ae 
ing fire in 1944.

Will Two Europes Form One?

Preoecupation with clashes on the Continent may keep us from 
secing what is actually happening, says correspondent; nations are 
handing together in larger units; conflict between East and West 
but there is also the possibility they may coalesce.

We live with our noses smack against 
thé dark spots in the world picture. Great 
smudges, like the “two-world split“ and 
the East-West antagonisms, monopolize 
our sight and our thinking: . Around and 
within the smudges there are some com- 
pensating. streaks of light. 


My friend Derso, the distinguished Eu- 
ropean caricaturist, has been a close stu- 
dent of the Twentieth Century’ World 
Follies for 30 years. But he’s always been 
a remarkably detached spectator, Be- 
ing from a small 
country by origin 
(Hungary). and a 
world citizen by out- 
look, he has never 
been too personally 
involved with the 
ambitions of the big 
powers. Through 
scores of internation- 
al conferences Derso 
staod back where he 
could get a broader 
and, often a longer 
view, 

„J think a*lot of 
harm is being done by 
so much talk about 
‘two words’,” Derso 
remarked recently. Is there really any 
sound reason to expect One World, or even 
Two Worlds, to emerge in just a few 
years? Actually, of course, we now have 
four or five worlds, The Anglo-American 
world, the Latin-American world, the 
Soviet world, the Far Eastern world—yes, 
and the South Asiatic world of India, Bur- 
ma, Indonesia. We-should add the Moslem 
world to these. Then there js Europe.” 


When you itemize the present political- 
geographical. divisions of our planet in this 
fashion, suddenly, you perceive that the 
world’s nations, in this century, are stead- 
ily merging into larger groypings.

Peace in the Balkans 


“When I look at Europe today what do I 
see,” asks Derso, “I see a Europe which, 
in some fundamental respects, has pro- 


gressed amazingly from what it was when 


I was called into the Austro-Hungarian 
Army in 1914. Take eastern Europe. For 


centuries Hungarians were fighting Serbs, 


Czechs or Poles. The Serbs were fighting 
Hungarians, Bulgars or other neighboring 
peoples, 

“Today, except fom the Ge none of 
these peoples in eastern Europe can fight 
each other. We may not like how the 
Soviets and Communists have bound seven 
different nations together. Just the same 
these seven nations are now prohibited 
from hating and fighting each other. They 
are forced to trade together and work 
closer together. Europe is becoming two 
Europes. Can we expect one Europe— 
even less one world—before there are two? 
In the long view, perhaps We are making 
more progress than we realize.” 

Derso made these observations weeks be- 
fore Great. Britain, through Foreign Sec- 
retary Bevin, made her epochal proposal 


for a Union of Western European Na- 
tions. Before this happened the deeper 
changes in Europe had been ‘progressing 
steadily. -- Almost unaware we've been 


watching 20-odd European nations emerg- 


ing roughly into two halves. Compared to 
today’s Europe Napoleonic. Europe was 
chaotically divided. 


T rade With the West 


Even without Britain’s new and historie 
policy, other and little-noticed develop- 
ments have pointed up the evolution to- 
ward increasing unification into two Eu- 
ropes. 
items: 


Item I: Dimitrov, Bulgaria’s Communist 
premier, frankly forecast an Eastern Eu- 
ropean Federation of seven nations—Bul- 
garia, Albania, Yugoslavia, Romania, Hun- 
gary, Czechoslovakia and Poland. Few po- 
litical barriers to the formation of such a 
federation now remain. (Editor's Note: 
Pravda has rebuked Dimitrov for making 
this statement. Such a union, it said, is un- 
necessary.) 


But Dimitrov also made a revealing ad- 
mission. He declared that such an East- 
ern European Federation would want to 
trade with Western powers . Gn the 
principle of complete equality.” First of 
all, he said, these seven nations would 


form a customs union between themselves. 


Never before have all eastern European 
nations adopted common regulations for 
commerce and economic co-operation, 
Item II: Concerns precisely the same 
tendency in western Europe. Well before 
the Bevin speech a joint Franco-Italian 
committee urged early creation of a cus- 


toms union between these two key nations. 


Such an agreement, it is proposed, should 
be linked to the customs union’ already 
uniting Holland, Belgium and Luxembourg 
(Benelux). 
Britain's emergence as champion of west- 
ern unity“ is even more revolutionary. Es- 
tablishment of any Western European 
Union will take considerable time. Almost 
certainly: the Scandinavian countries and 
Switzerland will refuse to participate; of- 
ficially anyway. That would leave a third, 
middle group in Burope. But the strictly 
western and eastern groups would be pre- 
dominant, Their gradual consolidation now 
appears inevitable. 


Simple and Tremendous 


So what is happening in Europe is. beth 
relatively simple and tremendous, Europe’s 
long-divided :nations have been so impov- 
erished by two tefrible wars that they are 
compelled to co-operate in groupings much 
larger than simple national units. 


This is why two predominant Europes 
(with a shaded middle-ground between 


them) are coming into being. Of course, 
a Communist Europe and a Western Eu- 
rope would still leave much to be desired. 
Of course, the risks of a final conflict 
cannot be discounted. But Europeang to- 
day are at last facing the fact that they 


must merge in order to hope to survive.

Requires Many Cooks. 


‘Even when the President recog- 
nizes his own limitations, and se- 
lects, as Mr. Truman has, a man 
of great prestige and superior abil- 
ity, it is impossible to delegate to 
the Secretary of State the conduct 
of foreign relations. They involve 
s0 many departments of Govern- 
ment so continually and so intri- 
cately that they cannot be con- 
trolled, or even co-ordinated, by 
the head of one of these depart- 
ments. 

When the Department of State 
attempts to do what only the 
President can do, it does not really 
take control of all the multifarious 
activities which enter into foreign 
relations. It becomes a kind of 
receptacle of those activities which 
have not been pre-empted and 
nailed down by some other de- 
partment, as for example, propa- 
ganda; or are white elephants, as, 
for example, the military govern- 
ment of occupied areas. 


Already Unwieldy. 


The most serious consequence 
of taking over so many iill- 
assorted operations has been that 
the department has become an 
unwieldy bureaucracy. The un- 
wieldiness of the machine causes 
the responsible men at the top to 
become so immersed in the details 
that the great decisions of high 
policy are really made in bits and 
pieces by subordinates down deep 
in the bureaus. 

Policy is not formed at the top 
by men who have time to con- 
sider the whole situation. They are 
too busy for that.. They make 
policy in the main by settling dis- 
putes which come up to them from 


Secretary’s Absences. 
The difficulties have been com- 
ed by the practice which Mr. 
adopted, and Mr. Marshall 
has continued, which is to treat 
the Secretary of State as a roving 
ambassador. No one can form and 
plan and really direct a global 
foreign policy —- particularly one 
#0 vastly overextended as our own

It was never More necessary 
than it is now that this condition 
be corrected. On the one hand, the 
country has commitments all 


4 around the world which, if they 


are not to be beyond our resources 
and our power, require careful and 
consistent judgment and planning. 

On the other hand, the situation, 
as Mr. Churchill said the other 
day, is evolving rapidly to a point 
where things are coming to a 
head. If we are prepared, lucid, 
resolute, and inventive, it may be 
that events can be developed 
which can lead to a settlement of 
the war we have won and of that 
other war which all must dread. 


Too Many Demands. 


Only men who are not too busy 
to think can hope to be prepared. 
They will be much too busy to 


think if from day to day, and at 


any hour, they are called upon to 
listen to the anguished entreaties 
of foreign ambassadors, to decide 
the disputes among the depart- 
ments of the Government, to iron 
out the difficulties arising from 
agreements that prove to be un- 
workable, which the administra- 
tion of the European recovery 
program will unavoidably de- 
mand, 

That would mean only that in 
assuming too much control of the 
Marshall plan, the Department of 
State would lose sight of, and 
would neglect, all the other things 
that need to be done if the grand 
purpose of the Marshall plan is 
to be achieved, ,

CATHOUG GROUP 
CALLS TAFT AS

Industry Council Plan 
Backers Assert Law Is 
Based on a Philosophy 
of Repression. 


Strong criticism of the Taft- 
Hartley Act was contained in a 
report to the American Catholic 
Sociological Society, in convention 
at St. Louis University, by the 
Industry Council Plan Committee 
of the society today, 

The society, in a business meet- 
ing, adopted a resolution which 
stated, “The report has been heard 
and received by the American 
Catholic Sociological Society, with- 


out committing the society to the 
content thereof.” 

The committee asserted that the 
act is a reversal of à trend es- 
tablished in this country in 1933 
and is a step backward from the 
realization of the Industry Council 
Plan. This is described in the 
report as “a plan based on demo- 
cratically selected councils of em- 
ployers’ associations and labor un- 
ions which would meet to discuss 
and solve mutual problems on the 
local, regional and national levels. 

The Teft-Hartley Act is “based 
on a philosophy of repression 
rather than on one of co-opera- 
tion,” the report said, “and on a 
theory of balancing conflicting 
powers, not on any recognition of 
the need of co-ordinated and inte- 
grated functioning of the groups 
involved. 

„Atmosphere of Distrust.“ 

„Any such basic concept will not 
advance the cause of the funds 
mental principles upon which the 
Industry Council Plan must be 
based. Whether the act is pro- 
labor or pro-capital is not the 
issue. The act is built upon an 
atmosphere of distrust and fear, 
a too great consciousness of con- 
flict~all of which tends to sub- 
merge the very real bases of any 
impetus to harmony.” 

Detailed criticism of Many spe- 
cific provisions of the act were 
included in the report, which was 
prepared by an eight-man com- 
mittee, headed by Brother Gerald 
J. Schnepp, S. M., of St. Louis 
University.

Senator Terms Govern- 
ment Spending One of 
Greatest Causes of In-

LANCASTER, Pa., Jan. 31 (AP) 
— Government spending “is one 
of the greatest causes of inflation,” 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, said 
last night, blaming demotion of

on the latter’s insistence on 
economy. 

Taft, Republican presidential 
aspirant, told the Manufacturers’ 
Association of Lancaster that 
more than “mere chance” prompt- 
ed President Truman to make 
Eccles vice chairman. 

Taft said the real reason was 
that Eccles had pointed out in tes- 
timony before Congress the dan- 
gers of federal spending in time 
of inflation. Taft cited Eccles’s 
call, before the Senate-House Eco- 
nomic Committee, for “rigid gov- 
ernment economy” in times like 
these, 

Instead, Taft said that Truman 
has proposed “the largest peace- 
time budget in the history of the 
world” in his appeal for expendi- 
tures of $39,669,000,000 in the year 
beginning July 1. 

Asserting that high taxes are 
adding 25 per cent to the cost of 
goods, Taft added: 

“Government spending is today 
one of the greatest causes of in- 
flation. If we increase that spend- 
ing this year, as the President 
proposes, it means even higher 
prices.” 

Taft warned against “lavish 
spending of American dollars” in 
European countries. 

He said he looks on the Mar- 
shall plan as “a desirable, and I 
believe, a necessary, program to 
help the Western European coun- 
tries get back to full prodtction 
and a stable economy.” 

“That should be of advantage to 
our contest with Communism and 
to the future peace of the worid,” 
he said, “but there is nothing sa- 
cred about the amount proposed.” 

The Marshall plan can be Car- 
ried out with only half the pro- 
posed expenditures, Taft asserted, 
if “we select wisely the projects 
in which our assistance will ena- 
ble those countries to go to work 
for themselves and produce more.” 

“Tf we deal out dollars lavishly,” 
he said, “they will be administered 
lavishly and a large part of it will 
be wested, as in the case of the 
British loan.” 

Taft pointed out he was “very 
hopeful that there will be a com- 
promise on the 
and suggested that five billion dol- 
lars and not the proposed $6,800,- 
000.000 be expended in the first 
15 months.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31 (Ap) —

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31. 

N a painful half-hour's conver- 

sation last Saturday morning, 

President Truman _ repeatedly 
refused to explain to Marriner S. 
Eccles his reason for demoting

The President said his reasons 
were “personal” and did not imply 
a lack of confidence in Eccles. 


Eccles pressed him to reveal any 
points of disagreement between 
them, but he shook his head. 

Finally, Eccles, a forthright 
man, said bluntly: “I think I have 
a fairly logical mind, but I don't 
get it.” : 

Truman merely repeated that he 
hoped Eccles would accept the sec- 
ond place, that he must have con- 
fidence in him and help him out 
of a tight situation. 

Eccles left the White House 
baffled but feeling strongly that 
he ought to resign. He had ex- 
pected reappointment. He did 
not learn until late the day before 
that he was to be replaced by 
Thomas Bayard McCabe, a Phila- 
delphia Republican. Presidential 
aid John Steelman telephoned him 
the news and arranged the Satur- 
day conference. 


Advice of Friends, 


Over the weekend Eccles con- 
sulted close friends, who insisted 
he must take Truman’s pleas at 
face value. Their view was that 
while such demotion ordinarily 
would indicate lack of confidence 
and subsequent resignation, the 
President had wiped that out. 
Surely the President was in some 
trap, they argued, or he would not 
try to retain Eccles and to reap- 
point an Eccles man, M. S. Szym- 
czak, for another full 14-year term. 
In any case, they said, the Eccles 
majority on the board is a fact, 
and he could still wield great 
power, 

It is, they told Eccles, a ques- 
tion of leadership, not chairman- 
ship, and you will still be the 
leader. 

Now the die is cast, and Eccles 
is assuring the stream of callers 
to his office that he will remain 
to protect the organization he has 
built, promote its deals and push

Two meat industry representatives 
said today black market operators 
are already préparing for a return 
of meat rationing. 


R. G. Eggert, speaking for the 
American Meat Institute, told a 
Senate banking subcommittee that 
fears of a serious meat shortage 
are unfounded and said: “We have 
had reports at the institute of- 
fices that black market operators 
are trying to buy back plants they 
sold after the war. Prices were 
so high that just the anticipation 
(of rationing) has stirred up a lot 
of interest.” 

Chairman Flanders (Rep.), Ver- 
mont, of the subcommittee, read 
into the record similar testimony 
from Jay C. Hormel, chairman of 
the board of the George A. Hormel 
& Co. meat packing firm at Aus- 
tin, Minn. Hormel's letter said 
in part: “Already we find poten- 
tial black market operators ne- 
gotiating for facilities and for 
livestock supplies.” 

Eggert told the subcommittee: 
“The supply of meat per person 
next spring will be about one half 
an ounce less than last year, but 
there will be more meat per per- 
son during this period than before 
the war.” 

The Agriculture Department 
has forecast that a severe short- 
age will develop in the spring and 
grow worse during the summer. 
The subcommittee is considering 
a bill by Flanders which would let 
the Government get ready for 
meat rationing. It would be up 
to Congress to decide whether to 
put the program into effect later.

ROZEN MEATS are becoming 

more and more generally dis- 

tributed, A lot of women are 
confused on how to handle this 
type of meat. They ask: Can one 
start cooking meat immediately, 
or should it thawed out, where 
should it be thawed, and what 
should they do with juice that 
leaks out in the thawing process? 


Roasts and thick steaks need to 
be thawed out before cooking. 
Those wafer thin, sliced little 
steaks do not need to be thawed 
because they thaw out within a 
minute after they touch the hot 
skillet. Thicker pieces of meat 
need to be bought plenty of time 
ahead to allow for thawing. It 
takes a roast weighing 5 to 7 Ib. 
from 24 to 86 hours to thaw, and 
a steak weighing 1% to 2 lbs. from 
6 to 12 hours. This thawing should 
be done in a refrigerator. Allow- 
ing it to thaw out at room tem- 
perature would cause it to lose its 
fresh flavor and fine appearance. 
So the way to play safe gastro- 
nomically as well as Hygienically 
is to thaw in the refrigerator. Of 


course, some liquid will always, 


ooze out in the thawing. Every 
drop of this should be ‘drained off 
and saved because it will add 
flavor and a little food value to 
the meat dish. 

This juice could be poured over 


roast but to do so would cause it” 


to curdle and become a disagreé- 


able greyish color, It is far better. 


to wait until reast is done and 
then add it to the drippings before 
blending in the flour for gravy. 
In this way the juices mix in and 
there is no unfavorable effect on 
the color, and it will improve the 
flavor of the gravy. 

If Yorkshire Pudding is to ac- 
company roast bee‘, remove beef 
from oven one-half hour before 
done. See directions for York- 
shire Pudding below as to how to 
proceed. Do not cover! Do not 
add water! This will take 18 to 
20 minutes to the pound for rare 

eat; 22 to 25 minutes for me- 
dium; 27 to 30 minutes for well 
done. The thermometer should 
read 140F. for rare, 160F. for me- 
dium, 170F. for well done. When 
done, clip string and remove chine 
bone before transferring roast to 
platter. Cover to keep hot and 
make gravy from drippings. Nine 
to 11-pound roast makes 10 to 12 
servings. 

Buying hints: Rib roast should 
be at least two ribs thick. Beef 
ribs from United States Utility 
grade should be cooked by moist 
heat. . 

Yorkshire. Pudding 


(to accompany Roast Beef). 
One cup sifted all-purpose zlour, 
one-fourth ‘teaspoon salt, three 

eggs Well beaten, one cup milk. 
Sift flour, measure and resift 
with the salt; Beat the eggs, add 
the milk and flour mixture and 


continue beating with a rotary 


beater about two minutes. In- 
crease oven temperature from 325 
to 425F. Take roast out of oven; 
remove enough drippings from 
roasting pan to cover bottom of 
eight-inch square pan. Cover 
roast beef to keep warm, Heat 
‘pan until drippings are sizzling, 
then pour thin batter into hot 
fat. Bake uncovered for 15 min- 
utes. Reduce heat to 375F. Un- 
cover roast and return to oven 
and bake roast and pudding 30 
minutés more. Cut pudding into 
squares and serve with roast. It 
won't be necessary to serve rolls 
with the pudding.

West led his singleton heart; 
East won with the king, cashed 
the ace (on which West discarded 
a club), and led a third heart. 
West ruffed away South’s queen 
and returned the diamond seven 
East won and, afraid to lead an- 
other heart lest declarer get a 
valuable discard while West was 
“wasting” a trump, returned a 
diamond, Declarer ruffed and led 
a low club. West went in with 
the king and led back his last 
diamond. Declarer ruffed again, 
cashed the ace and queen of 
clubs, then led the club nine, 

At this point West was reduced 
to trumps—the K-J-9-6. If he 
ruffed with the king, his trump 
return would give declarer the 
balance. But his actual ruff with 
the nine-spot was no more effec- 
tive. Declarer over-ruffed with 
dummy's queen and returned & 
trump, playing his own eight.

Jest. 


NE of the interesting trans- 

ferences in meaning taking 

place by way of quite ortho- 
dox etymolo is in this word, 
jest. It might be regarded as 
something of a reminder to “put 
not thy faith in princes.” 

Actually a jest is essentially 
simply an action or deed; it has 
come down to its present meaning 
of a joke or amusing anecdote by 
a’ gradual evolution which can be 
traced in this way. 

The derivation of jest is from 
the Old English jeste or geste 
meaning deed, story, tale, which 
came down through the old Old 
French from the Late Latin gesta 
meaning exploits, from the verb 
gestus, to bear, to carry, to ac- 
complish! 

Now this word for action was 
applied to describe also the many 
masks and pageants which in 
olden times did constitute quite an 
accomplishment. He promised us, 
in honor of our guest, to grace 
our pageant with some pompous 
jest.” And so the term came to 
denote an action of one in author- 
ity: “The jest or actions of princes 
or captains,” a 

At that point may lie the secret 
of the word's transition to mean 
something amusing. For kings 
and princes of history were known 
to have a one-sided sense of 
humor, and their actions often 
went unappreciated the victims 
of it. Sometimes thelr jests took 
the form of broken promises, even 
where life and death were con- 
cerned. Certainly before Shake- 
speare’s time the word was ac- 
cepted in its modern sense, as he 
used it: “I must be sad, and smile 
at no man’s jests.“

Studying hundreds of family 
histories’ accumulated by the 
American Institute of Family Re- 
lations, Dr. L. M. Tertnan of Stan- 
ford University reported that hap- 
pily married men “are in a dis- 
tinct majority among those who 
like Bible study, dislike irreligious 
people, or believe it essential that 
children should have religious in- 
struction. ° 

“Unfavorable attitudes toward re- 
ligious work and interests chare 
acterize more of the unhap 
men. A larger percen of 
unhappy believe that religions do 
more harm than good, dislike 
Bible study, and dislike work with 
the T. M. C. A. or K.C.”

Similarly in their study of more 
than 500 couples: in Chicago, Drs. 
Burgess and Cottrell found that 
husbands and wives who contin- 
ued to take part in religious serv- 
ices and activities beyond the 
age of 19 rated much higher in 
marriage adjustment than couples 
who had never had religious train- 
ing or those who had stopped at- 
tending religious services many 
years before marriage. 

Howard M. Bell, studying 12,000 
young people in Maryland, con- 
cluded that non-religious couples 
were three times as Hkely to end 
in the divorce court as were re 
ligious couples.
